DepxitleB ax)d. the Bureau of the OhlAbt Coo&lttee 7}KP(b) have found that the 
utlllEfttion of the tractor park in the current spring eovlng season Is extremely 
unsatisfactory In aany Horoslblrsk KTSso At the height of the season, 12 
percent of the traot^^park wie idle for varions reasons. The average daily 
Toltoae of plowing of a 15 "■horsepower tractor Is only heoteores instead of 
the standard 6 hectares. An invest igatloo nade by the Oblast Agricultural 
Adainistratlon revealed that only 50 percent, or less, of the tractor park Is 
being used In a number of MBs. A ocnslderable nunber of these tract orq are 
Idle leoaiise of Irregular supplies of fuel, lubricating oil, and water; InofflcJent 
organization of work; loir labor productivity, particularly on the part of yomg 
tractor operators; and inefficient salnteTiaiioe. 


The exeoative ocmlttee emd the Party oconlttee have ordered the rayon 
executive oonlttees and 'Barty OdBaltteee, NTSs directors and their deputies 
for political units, and Zhukovskiy, chief of the Oblast Agricultural Ad:|iini- 
etratlon, to correct the above dsflolenoles 3n MTS operation. The OGonliteee 
particularly stressed the need for special control of the work of tractoys 
in the night shifts and for operation of the entire trset^ park at full 
capacity, for better organization of fuel storage and strict account of 
fuel coneunptlon to prevent waste and theft, and Improvement in the system 
of fuel supply. A drive must be made against all oases of damage to tract era 
And machinery I with the guilty peisons brought to strict accountability. The 
Oblast Agricultural Aihalnlstratlon is ordered to strengthen it.3 (';rntrol on the 
utilization of the tractor park and to conduct systeonatic investigations of 
tractor work by taking photographs during the work periods. Secretaries of 
ray:® Barty conlttees afe ordered to send their active workers directly 
into the tractor brigades to lend theoi assistance.
